power without wire* is but * nut- 
ter of time. Recently * sixteen- 
ionr coBtinnoEs toot warn carried 
out in transmitting wireless tele- 
graph signal* across the- Atlantic, 
with the aid of nine high power 
met*] varonm tubes about three 
feet in length, six of the tube, be- 
ing rated at twenty kilowatt* each. 
The development of these vacuum 
tube* to a still greater degree baa 
aroused the ml of great engineer* 
who predict that such tubes may 
indeed lead the way to the wire- 
lew transmission of energy. Dr.

Dr. Irving Langmair, responsible

000 tunes, A few more yean of 
the same rate of improvement 
would bring us beyond oar wildest 
dreams.
